The Committee, therefore, came 
to the conclusion that legislation upon 
iho subject might be prudently dis- 
pensed with, and the Senate was ad- 
vised not to pass thc bill. Probably it 
will not.

cold weather I would have bought several 
hlvei of bee* of you; but I suppose I can- 
Dot more them now." 
Tbli opinion 


seems to be quite prevalent. The truth 
it that tCTero cold weather is the very 
want time to more a hive of bee*. Then 
the bees keep themselves alive by cluster- 
ing In a compact bunch near the center 
of the hive. The surrounding combs arc 
frown, and frequently covered with Ice 
from the breath of the beci, Now any 
jarring or disturbance of the hive will 
cause the bees to leare the warm clutter, 
and of course many of them die upon the 
Icy comb*. 


They can be easily and safely moved 


any lime between now and the first of 
June. After that time the heat and the 
weight of the hooey in the combs make 
more care necessary. 


It must always be remembered, how- 


ever, that If it be desirable to move a hive 
from one part ot the yard to another, it 
must be done by moving it a short dis- 
tance, tay two or three feet, every day. 
It will not da to pick up the bive and 
carry it to whtro you want it lo stand. 
Tue old bees when tncy fly out will return 
to Ihe place where the hive formerly 
stood, and of course will bo lost,
